GOMEL, I-tuasla, Nov.

KlshineifC affair, while "the rioting two 
days after was a retaliation upon the 
Jews. The government produced evi- 
dence to prove that the Jews 
were 


Ihoroughly organized and armed and 
had prearranged signals, regular lead- 
ers, adopted n provocaltve attitude to- 
v.-ards the Christians and acted over- 
bearingly, Insulting peasants in tho 
streets, and Jostling them off the Bidc- 
wnlks. The affair of September 11. It 
Is added, grew out of u trifling quarrel 
between a Chrlsalan forester , and 
a 
Jewess over the purchune of a herring. 
The Jewess spat in tho forester's face, 
a flght followed and Jews ran up and 
belabored the forester. Some 
Chris- 


Huns from the bazaar hurried to the 
rescue of the forester, the free flght 
then became general, the Jewish signal 
wns given and the whole Jewish popu- 
lation assembler], attacking the Chris- 
tians regardless of sex or age, a girl 
being dragged along the road by her 
hair. The peasants 
abandoned 
their 


goods In the bazaar and fled. One of. 
Lhern was stabbed In the neck and kill- 
ed. Thn police and n lieutenant nnd 
four soldiers tried trv restore order but 
stones werfe showered mmn them and 
they were fired at from windows of 
neighboring houses, the Jews shouting: 
"We are going to be avenged. It is not 
the Kislllneiff."
